The ordi- 
nance deems it unlawful to catch 
Ash in lakes and w ater w ays within 
the Town except by hook and line. 
Fishing may be dona only during 
the stipulated season with a daily 
bag limit and a definite size of 
catch. 

Violations of this ordinance will 
subject the offender to fine or im- 
prisonment and confiscation of fish- 
ing paraphenalia.

k WHERE BLOWS THE WIND?

Boms time ago there was a very 
striking cartoon io. the London 
Dsily Herald which was reprinted 
in the New York Times. It showed 
two Nazi soldiers on the way back 
to Germany, each bearing a big 
bag of loot. Behind them is a rubi- 
ed city whose flaming buildings 
blaze sgainst the sky. With fear in 
his eyes, one soldier is crying to the 
other, "But the wind's in this di- 
rection!" 

Where blows the wind? The holo- 
caust started as a small blaze. Ja- 
pan moved into Manchuria. We 
shrugged our shoulders and said 
that the fire was on the other side 
of the world. Italy attacked Ethio- 
pia and we said, "Isn't it too bad?" 
The Nazis began their persecution 
of the Jews — and we shed croco- 
dile tears and said, "We can do 
nothing — we don't interfere with 
the internal affairs of any nation." 
Then Hitler's legions started their 
Talentless march over Europe and 
we said: "It does seem as though 
Europe could clean fts own house." 
We should have known better — ■ 
we who have had experience with 
forest fires, who know that a drop- 
ped match or a carelessly thrown 
away cigarette can bring devasta- 
tion to acres of timberiand, en- 
gulfing farms and villages as it 
spreads. 

Where blows the wind? Ask 
those who first bombed civilians — 
ask them as they stand in their 
ruined cities with their dead around 
them. Who started all this? The 
German people can suffer and com- 
plain, but they had surrendered 
their bodies and souls, even before 
the war began, and they are now 
powerless to control their destiny. 
Where blows the wind? 

It is right to be merciful — but 
not right to be maudlin. Twice m a 
generation have these fires been 
lighted. We were not blameless in 
•ant we might have used an ounce 
of prevention but did not — but 
•either were we the ones who 
started the firs. The wind is Mow- 
law — the fires are biasing — and

On the day of the invasion of the 
Fortress Europe, it is thought fit- 
ting and proper that there be held in 
each community in Virginia a 
meeting, sponsored by the local 
Civilian Defense organization, for 
the purpose of urging all civilians: 
T REDEDICATE THEM- 
SELVES TO THE CAUSE FOR 
WHICH WE FIGHT — Those per r 
sonal ,righte and privileges which 
are ours by heritage, vigilance, 
sacrifice, and hard work. 

This invasion day, to be known 
as "I-DAY," will not be a day of 
rejoicing or celebration as there 
will be too muqh blood shed, too 
much agony, pain and horror pre- 
valent. It is, however, a day which 
should prompt each individual to 
re-evaluate his own efforts and 
contributions to the winning of the 
war by these questions: What have 
I done? What am I doing? What 
more can I do? 

This invasion will be the greatest 
military campaign of all time. It 
will tax our armed forces and those 
of our Allies to the utmost. This in- 
vasion is a crucial one and there 
will be no second choice — the first 
effort must be the decisive one. We 
are confident it will succeed, but its 
success will be due to the supreme 
effort and sacrifice of thousands of 
our men in uniform. 

The civilian population has the 
responsibility equally as great as 
the men in the armed services in 
connection with this invasion. It is 
our job to see to it that the blood 
plasma, the equipment, the food, the 
ammunition, the gasoline, the ships, 
the planes, and the 700,000 other 
different items needed by the in- 
vasion forces are present in suf- 
ficient qusntities. Our responsibili- 
ties are definite and irrevocable in- 
sofar as the success or failure of 
the invasion is concerned. 

Around us there are many indica- 
tions of the need for greater sup- 
port in the war program. Absen- 
teeism, black markets, decreased 
participation in war bond pur- 
chases, salvage and other war ser- 
vice programs are indicative of a 
lessening of interest on the part of 
many civilians. 

Many of our boys who cross the 
English Channel on invasion day 
will not live to return to Virginia. 
They will give their lives believing 
that those precious heritages we 
enjoy in this country were worth 
their sacrifices. We are utterly 
confident that they will exert every 
ounce of energy at their command, 
and make the supreme sacrifice, if 
necessary, to assure the success of 
the invasion. 

This grim determination, devo- 
tion to duty, and sacrificial atti- 
tude on the part of our men in 
uniform must be reciprocated by 
those of us at home, if they are to 
succeed. We must not only do the 
jobs at home but we must do them 
well and we should let them know 
that we are deeply grateful for 
their efforts in making the inva- 
sion a success. 

With solemn reverence and in 
definite recognition of our indivi- 
dual responsibilities as to the trust

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND 

ANf> RE-ENACT SECTION 78 

OF CHAPTER TWO OF THE 

TOWN CODE 

Be It Ordained: 

It shall be unlawful for anyone 
to catch fish in the public water- 
ways or lakes within the Town ex- 
cept by hook and line. 

It shall be unlawful for anyone to 
catch Basa except Rock Bass or 
Redeye between the 15th of March 
and the 15th of June in the water 
ways or lakes of said Town; bag 
limit 15 a day, 150 a season; not 
less than 10 inches in length from 
tip of nose to tip of tail.

The new prices will continue thru 
Jone of this year, and from Jsn- 
oary throuf h Juno of next year. 
From July through December of 
this year the ceiling prices will re- 
vert to the unadjusted base prices 
as listed in Table A of the Poultry 
Regulation. Premiums to the pro- 
ducers, which will be passed on at 
•11 levels of distribution, range 
from a low of a half-cent a pound 
in January to a high of 2.2 cents a 

pound in May. 

Some Vegetables Now Point-Free 
Tomatoes, corn, asparagus, beets, 
leafy greens, spinach, blackeye 
peas, and garbanzo beans have been 
added to the point-free list of pro- 
cessed foods through June 30, the 
Office of Price Administration has 
announced. Points have been re- 
duced on spaghetti sauce; soups, 
grape and tomato jams and pre- 
serves; apple, grape, mint and 
plum jellies; bakers* jellies and 
fruit butters. Points have been in- 
creased on cranberries and cran- 
berry sauce; tomato juice in large 
containers; canned or bottled dry 
varieties of beans (excluding soy, 
blackeye and garbanzos); tomato 
catsup and chill sauce; raspberry 
and strawberry jams and preserves. 
Seductions were made to move out 
last year's stocks before new sup- 
plies are available in great volume.

— yes, there is one of those, too — 
made a study of traffic on by- 
passes and reports that in cities of 
the half-million class only seven 
per cent of the traffic uses by- 
passes, the remainder heading 
downtown. In the 100,000 to 300,- 
000 classes of cities 18 per cent 
used the by-passes and in smaller 
cities, especially those in the 2,500 
class, one-half used the by-passes. 
It is obvious from this report that 
by-passes are a convenience for a 
small minority of motorists. 

In the midwest officials have 
looked upon main highways as 
serving a two-fold purpose, the 
chief purpose being to accommo- 
date residents of the district 
through which the highway passes. 
These residents want to go to the 
business section of their nearest 
city. By-passes are useless to them 
except on rare occasions.

BOORS TO OWN 

1UI AnfliklAN DM By Wil- 
liam R. Van Dersal. 215 pp. New 
York: Oxford Press. 13.76, Re- 
viewed by Prof. J. C. Metcalf, 
University of Virginia. 
This is a book on the hietory and 
uses of the American soil. What 
the land was in the beginning of our 
national life, what it is now, and 
what it may become through proper 
cultivation, constitute the three 
fold division of this immensely in- 
teresting and useful work. The 
author, a native of Oregon, is now 
a plant biologist in the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
and has already written a book 
on American shrubs which has 
proved helpful to growers of flow- 
ers and trees. In the present volume 
he discusses the virgin forests, the 
prairies, the great plains, the moun- 
tains, the rivers, and how these 
were slowly developed from pio- 
neer days. The larger part of the 
volume is devoted to the present 
condition of the land and its uses: 
the grains, the fruits, such crops 
as tobacco, wheat* corn, cotton, the 
art and science of gardening, are 
all written about expertly and even 
lovingly. It is a fascinating story 
of the changing soil and its pro- 
ducts, profusely illustrated with 
photographs of cultivated lands, 
orchards, vegetables, forest vistas. 
Cotton and corn and tobacco fill 
whole chapters. 

"The American Land" may be 
i read for sheer pleasure or for utili- 
ty, or for both. It will enable us to 
I rediscover the soil. It gives us a 
fresh conception of the vastness of 
i our forests, the recreative value of 
our national parks, the beauty of 
our landscapes whether wild or 
cultivated, and the tremendous 
range and almost infinite variety 
of our natural products.

Advertising is not a miraculous 
system to enable a merchant to sell 
shop-worn, out-of-date merchan- 
dise for the same profit that he 
expected to receive when the goods 
were newly arrived in his place of 
business. 

In fact, advertising is not a de- 
vice to sell anything that is not 
the most up-to-date ( that the custo- 
mer can secure for his money. The 
merchant who sells goods knows 
that his merchandise must meet 
competition, which means that is 
must be as good as anything offer- 
ed to consumers whether the offer- 
ing is through personal conversa- 
tion in his store or in the columns 
of a newspaper through advertis- 
ing medium. 

Advertising doesn't increase the 
utility of the articles advertised to 
any prospective buyer. This is the 
basis of many attacks upon adver- 
tising by those who do not realize 
that advertising is modern sales- 
manship. Business merj employ in- 
dividuals to sell goods. They do not 
expect salesmen to improve the 
goods sold in order to justify their 
salaries. Salesmen are only expect- 
ed to sell. 

Advertising is a sales promoter. 
It does not affect merchandise ex- 
cept to speed-up its transfer from 
merchant to customer. If there are 
enough "speed-ups," the merchant 
gets a faster turn-over, reduces 
numerous carrying expenses and Is 
able to operate on smaller profits 
per Item because he sells more 
items.

How Protestant 
Christianity 
Feels About War 

The May issue of Christian 
Herald, America's largest Protes- 
tant periodical, carries the final 
report of its "Poll On the Peace." 
Polling 275,000 subscribers, the 
Herald vote discloses several un- 
expected trends in the thinking of 
a large cross-section of inter-de- 
nominational American Christiani- 
ty: 

87 percent voted to punish the 
leaders of the Axis, but a majority 
of 70 percent voted against punish- 
ment for the people of the Axis 
patlons; there was a definite in- 
sistence that Ihe punishment be 
inflicted in a spirit of justice, and 
not in revenge. 

70 percent favored punishment 
at under-offlcers and soldiers guil- 
ty of atrocities; 77 percent would 
disarm the Axis completely, and 41 
percent would deprive them of their 
colonies. 59 percent wanted collec- 
tive responsibilities for All colo- 
nies, as opposed to continued na- 
tional ownership; 49 percent would 
demand indemnities of the Axis; 54 
percent wants to conscript Axis 
manpower to rebuild devasted 
areas. The highest percentage of 
affirmative votes in the poll (91%) 
were casL in Javor^of American 
participation in a post-war League 
of Nations.

Staggering Quota 
Of Dressings

OLD CANTEENS 
GO TO WAR AGAIN 



Taxpayers have a personal stake in 
the Jersey City Quartermaster Re- 
pair Sub-Depot, which is saving 
them approximately $1,500,000 a 
month through reclamation of army 
equipment and clothing. One of the 
newest items to be added to the 
reclamation list is the dented and 
battle-scarred canteen. 

Millions of canteens which here 



tofore would have found a home on 
the metal junk pile now will be 
returned to active duty as a result 
of machinery developed by engi- 
neers of the American Can com- 
pany. Only previous method of re- 
claiming canteens was by hammer- 
ing out the dents by hand. 

The machines make ingenious use 
of the hydraulic pressure principle 
to salvage approximately 1,000 
canteens a day. The first of the two 
machines fills the canteen with 
water, using ordinary city-system 
pressure up to 60 pounds to restore 
the canteen to its original shape so 
that it will fit.into the mold of the 
second machine. In the latter, hy- 
draulic pressure' up to 30,000 
pounds can be applied to remove 
all dents. These, with other opera- 
tions that straighten the nicks and 
reclaim the tops and chains, make 
the canteens look — and work — 
like new. 



To help make certain that the 
dressings arrive in usable condi- 
tion, the War Department is sup- 
plying waterproof cartons in which 
dressings will be packed. Having 
them packed in this fashion will 
serve two purposes: Where dock 
facilities have been bombed into 
uselessness or where there is im- 
minent danger of port bombings, 
any materiel which can be floated 
in to shore will leave more space 
for materiel which much be put 
ashore in small boats. Dressings in 
waterproof cartons can be thrown' 
rverboard and floated in. Where 
there is no necessity for such pre- 
caution, the new cartons are still 
useful; they will protect their pre- 
cious contents against soaking 
rains and snows. 

Volunteer Nurse's Aide Corps 

Red Cross nurse's aides have re- 
ceived the highest compliment 
which can be paid to a group of 
volunteers: the Eighth Service 
Command has asked aides to work 
on a full-time paid basis in the 
hospital under the jurisdiction of 
the Command. As of March 24th, 
the Service Command had received 
283 applications from Red Cross 
nurse's aides and 35 aides had been 
^definitely assigned to hospitals. 
Only aides who have completed 150 
hours of service are eligible for 
this work; the Army believes that 
it is only fair that aides should 
give at least this much service to 
the hospitals which trained them. 
Nurse's aides in the hospitals of 
the Eighth Service Command live 
in the nurses' quarters, eat at the 
officers' mess, and have the privi- 
lege of the officers' club. They work 
on the same schedule as the trained 
nurses. 

Instead of the Red Cross-OCD 
insignia which Red Cross nurse's 
aides wear, aides in the army hos- 
pitals will wear a new insignia, 
designed especially for them: s 
blue circle with "Army Nurse's 
Aide" lettered in red, enclosing a 
white circle with the red caduceus 
of the Army Medical Corps. ITntil 
the Army has had a chance m\ de- 
sign a satisfactory uniform for the 
Army Nurse's Aides, they will con- 
tinue to wear the blue denim pina- 
fore of the Red Cross nurse's aides. 

When the first group of seven 
Red Cross nurse's aides went to 
McCloskey General Hospital in 
Temple, Texas, Colonel W. Lee 
Hart, Service Command Surgeon. 
8th Service Command, wrote to 
Mrs. Walter Lippman, national di- 
rector of the Volunteer Nurse's 
Aide Corps: ". . . Few things which 
we have accomplished have given 
us the thrill which has come from 
the program of using (Red Cross) 
nurse's aides." Colonel Hart sent 
Mrs. Lippman a photograph of this 
first group of aides to report for 
duty and said of them, "Aren't 
they simply swell!" 

When they entered the corps 
they had no thought of compensa- 
tion beyond the satisfaction of be- 
ing really needed and able to help, 
and, now that the Army wants them 
on this new basis, they are wlllincr 
because they know that in this waj> 
^he Army can make the best possi- 
ble use of their training.

America's living habits and stan- 
dards are being changed by ration- 
ing, shortages, travel, high taxes, 
service in the armed forces and the 
influx of women into factories.

I'M NOT SATISFIED!

I don't like the phrase "selective 
service." Yes, I know what it means 
— in the long run, it is the select- 
ing, without regard to class, creed 
or color, of the best of our youth — 
and letting them fight our battles 
for us. Stripped of all trapperies, 
that is just what it is. 

Of course, I admit it has to be. 
The young are better fighters than 
we are. They are fit for the job. But 
if we are going to let other people 
do our fighting for us, surely we 
can do our best for them and for 
ourselves in universal service. 

No, I am not advocating a com- 
pulsory work-or-fight law or * a 
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draft of man and woman power. 
That would be just another form 
of selective service. Those who 
could serve best would be doing- the 
work for the rest of us. 

But — I'd like to see everyone 
accepting; the war as an opportuni- 
ty to serve in some capacity. If we 
would all do that from the house- 
wife to the busy executive, we'd 
get this war over at a rate that 
would startle those who have count- 
ed their greatest ally the selfish- 
ness of free people. 

I'm particularly strong on this 
subject because it was brought 
home to me with a bang- the other 
day when word came of the death 
in a South Pacific island of the 
brother of a friend of mine. That 
very day she had been showing me 
snaps of him — a gay. fine lad, 
proud of his job and of his friends 
in the service. He was a devout 
Jew by religion, a typical good 
American by citizenship, from an 
average small American town. He 
wasn't a boy — bujt a man who 
joined up in defense of a country 
that had given freedom to his 
parents and an opportunity to him 
and his sisters. He had left a 
career in which he was making 
good. He left the -job of keeping 
the home together to his sisters and 



went out to do his duty. Life 
just before him — and be gave his 
life. 

What are wa giving that com- 
pares with this? What ate we 
giving up? Little things that are 
really of no importance. Must we 
consider our future and get into 
jobs where we'll be set when the 
war ends? What of the boys who 
will never come bock? They gave 
up their future. 

We aren't doing our part. What 



we do and what wo prfvo up — 
whether it be in the things we 
cant buy or in taxes, is small com- 
pared to what our soldiers an giv- 
ing; up. When wo -think of their 
sacrifices, are we satisfied with our- 
selves? Pm not Are you?
